ARTICIE I GENERAL PROVISIONS 

His Majesty's Government and the Jugoslav Government have agreed 
that their respective authorities in co-operation should make a joint 
end intensified effort to reach final settlement of the whole question 
of Jugoslav displaced persons and collaborators on territory under 


British control,

ARTICLE IT ATTACHEMENT OF A JUGOSLAV LIAISON MISSION 


To secure closest general co-operation the Jugoslav Government 
will attach a high ranking Mission to Genera] Maclean's Mission. In 
addition to its principal task of securing general co-operation this 
mission shall undertake various duties and enjoy various rights described 
below. All questions concerning application of this agreement shall 


be discussed between the two missions. 


ARTICLE III EXCHANGE OF INFORMATION 

(a) General Maclean's mission shall supply the Jugoslav Liaison 
Mission with the screening report of any Jugoslav national if there is 
reason to believe that he is identical with a person whose surrender 
has been demanded by the Jugoslav Government, Members of the Jugoslav 
Liaison Mission shall not participate in the process of screening but 
when eny Jugoslav national already arrested by the British authorities

ARTICLE IV BREAK UP OF ORGANISATIONS HOSTILE TO UNITED NATIONS 
INTERESTS AND TO REPATRIATION 


The Jugoslav Government will, as provided in paragraph III(b) 


above supply all infarmation in their possession about any Jugoslav 
organisations hostile to United Nations interests and to repatriation, 
established in the British Zones of Germany and Austria. nm the 
receipt of this information the British authorities will take all 
practical steps in their power to dissolve any such organisations 
which they are satisfied are engaged in such activities, H.M.C. 
will, in association with Jugoslav Government, make representations 
in proper quarters for dissolution of any similar organisations which 
may be shown to exist amongst refugees in Italy for whom H.M,¢, have 


in the past been solely or jointly responsible. 
ARTICLE V SPECIAL FROVISIONS FOR AUSTRIA 


Generel Maclean's Mission will give the highest priority to 
the screening of Jugoslav nationals in the British Zones of Austria. 
In addition to screening all those in camps, they will make every 
effort to screen such Jugoslav nationals as are at present outside 
the camps, AS soon as the screening has been completed all Jugoslav 
nationals found, whose surrender has been requested by the Jugoslav 
Goverment and not finally refused by His Majesty's Covernment will 
be arrested, Those whose arrest or surrender has for any reason 
been refused will at once be sent to the British Zone of Germany. 
H.M, Government further undertake to remove from British Zone of Austria 
to British Zone of Germany all Jugoslav nationals in camps who:- 


(a) are suspected of actively assisting the enemy during the war. 


can be shown to be members of an, organisation having as its 

purpose the overthrow by armed force of the Government of 

their country of origin: or 

are actively discouraging their fellow nationals from 

returning to their country of origin. 
As provided for in Article IV below, the Jugoslav Liaison Mission will 
be given every opportunity to represent to all remaining Jugoslavs 
the adventage of returning to their own country, and all those 
volunteering for repatriation will be accorded every facility for 
returning to JugosSlavia. His Majesty's Government undertake to make 
every effort to secure the early removal from Austria and resettlement 
elsewhere of all such Jugoslavs who do not so volunteer, They will, 
in particular, do their best to arrange for this through the International 


Refugee Organisation or with other governments direct. 


ARTICLE VI REPATRIATION 

His Majesty's Government will apply in camps under their control 
the principle accepted by the Council of Foreign Ministers in Moscow 
that all propaganda directed against United Nations interests or against 
repatriation will be forbidden in displaced persons camps, So far as 
is physically possible His Majesty's Government will segregate Jugoslav 


nationals who are shown to be engaged in anti-repatriation propaganda. 


It is agreed that the segregation of such persons will in no way prejudice 


their subsequent disposal. 


ARTICLE VII 

His Majesty's Government agree in principle to accord access to 
Jugoslavs in camps under their control by Jugoslav repatriation officials, 
or, in certain circumstances to be agreed, any other Jugoslav nationals 
sponsored by the Jugoslav Government. In view however of their over-riding 
responsibility for the personal security of visitors, the British 
authorities must retain the right in all cases, after consultation with 
the Jugoslav Liaison Mission to make the final decision concerning 


any particular visit. 


ARTICLE VIII 
His Majesty's Government egree in principle tofacilitate the 
provision to Jugoslavs in camps under their control, of publicity 


material provided by the Jugoslav Government with the intention of 


encouraging repatriation. While the British authorities cannot 


waive their right to censor such materials; it is agreed that this 
should as far as possible be conducted on the basis of mutual 
co-operation between the British authorities and the Jugoslav liaison 


Mission. 


ARTICLE IX 
His Majesty's Government will so far as is practicable make 
available on an agreed scale technical facilities for repatriation 


such as transportation, 


ARTICLE X 

His Majesty's Government agree that the provisions of Articles 
VI, VII, VIII and IX apply equally to Jugoslav nationals serving in 
British Military Camps and installations as members of the Civil Mixed 


Watchmens Service. 


ARTICLE XT 

In order to further encourage repatriation the Jugoslav Government 
will publish a declaration offering under the terms of the existing 
amnesty laws, a free return to the following categories with the 
exception of persons guilty of specific criminal offences, members of 
the Croat and Slovene Domobrani Cetnik, Nedic, Moslem, and Skiptar units 
and conscripts in Ustashi armed forces or into the Russian and Serb 
volunteer Corps. (The wording of this article if it is accepted in 
principle is to conform with the text of existing amesties which have 


not yet been studied in sufficient detail). 


ARTICLE XII COLLABORATORS 

His Majesty's Govermment agree to take all possible steps to 
apprehend Jugoslav nationals whose surrender as colleborators with 
the Axis forces has been requested by the Jugoslav Government apart 
from those whose surrender has been finally refused by His Majesty's 
Government. The Jugoslav authorities will co-operate in this task by 


providing information through the agency of their Liaison Mission, 


ARTICLE XIII 

(a) His Majesty's Government will surrender all Jugoslav nationels 

in their power against whom the Jugoslav Government have established 

a prima facie case of active and wilful collaboration with the Axis 
powers. 

(b) Persons at present held in detention by the British authorities 
aS suspected collaborators, and other such persons who may subsequently 
be arrested at the request of the Jugoslav authorities, shall be 
released if His Majesty's Goverrment ere unable to agree that the case 
against them is sufficient to warrant their surrender to the Jugoslav 


authorities unless the Jugoslav Government shall have provided further 


information bearing on the case against them within two months of their 


being requested by His Majesty's Goverment to do so, Should H.M, 
Government on receipt of such further information remain of the opinion 
that no prima facie case of guilt has been established the person in 


question shall be released, 


ARTICLE XIV 

The Jugoslav Government agree that they do not desire the forcible 
surrender of any Jugoslav nationals other than those whose surrender 
has been specifically requested by name, While the Jugoslav Government 
retin the right to make certain additional requests to His Majesty's 
Government for surrender by name as further information becomes available 


to them they agree that no such further requests shall be made after a 


e period of two months following the signature of this agreement. 


While additional information in support of requests already made 


should be provided through the channel of the Jugoslav Liaison 
Mission direct +o General Maclean's Mission additional requests for 
surrender should be submitted through the channel of the Jugoslav

ARTICLE XY LIMITATION OF MOVEMENT

Some few weeks ago we had correspondence with Political 
Branch reference to an allegation that people in Hungary 
were being advised to come to Austria, in order to get to Great 
Britain, h 


I attach the gorrespondence. 


We have now received a report from the Camp Commandant 
(MreBolton), at Kellerberg, as hereunder:- 


"1. Two young women arrived on consecutive days from 
Hungary, having travelled "black" over the frontier, They 
said they had read a number of reports in newspapers in 
Hungary of the recruitment of workers for England and 

had been told that if they reported to Kellerberg they 
would be able to be straight from there to England, One 
girl is Hungarian, another Esthonian, The latter is single, 
and complete alone, her sister went to England on the 
Scheme from Germany about June and had written to her to 
come as well, 


I have had both girls interrogated by F.S.S.Feistritz, 
They have been medically examined, one has scabies, I am 
sending them to Furnitz Control Camp which is the normal 
procedure with all people illegally crossing the frontier, 


On the girls' own admission there is a general idea in 
Hungary that if only girls can get to my camp they can go 
to England, I have asked the F,S.S, to circulate on frontier 
posts this information so that they can intercept those others 
that come, This matter needs urgent attention, as if it is 
not countered I my very easily get hundreds of others coming 
with the same idea,” 


In view of the implications, I thought that perhaps you
